The
name and address -of the sender
should he placed “inside the. pack-
age someplace, or if  Christmas
wrapping paper and cord are used,
some place on this wrapping.

Second, ‘the package should bo

securely wrapped - with. strong
wrapping. paper and tied ' with
strong cord or twine. The tying

of packages on the outer wrapping
with the tinsel Christmas thrend or
cord is discouraged, as the postal
employes fffid this ‘does not hold
well, .
Write Address Plainly,
Third, the address of the sender
should be plainly written on the
upper left hand corner. of the
wrapping paper and the name and
complete address of the person to
whom it is being sent should be
written plainly and legibly, ' Send-
ers are warned not to put the ad-
dress of the person to whom the
package goes in more thdn one
place on the outside wrapper.
